TYPHOON WARNINGS. 


With the approach of summer, 
itis appropriate to consider. the 
subject of. typboons and renew 
discussion of improved 
methods of issuing warnings to 
shipping and to the public.- At 
the annual general meeting of 


_ {the Hongkong General Chamber: 


of Commerce Jast week, the 
Chairman gave a resume of the 
Chamber's action in this matter, 
culminating in a request to the 
‘Government to institute a full 
enquiry into the present system 
of coropiling weather reports. 
Apparently it. is felt that there is 
much need for improvement, both 
as regards the sourcas of such 
reports and the speed of tranamis- 
sion from one station to snother. 
This is the conclusion we our- 
selves arrive, at after reading the 
section on typhoon. warnings 
contained in the appendix to the 
Chamber's annual report. Arising 
out of an investigation into. the 
loss of the #8. Choysang, and, 
also, the sinking ‘of the -s.s; 
Gordis, daring the *Swaisw 
typhoon last August, Mr. :.R. 
Sutherlagd made a valuable re- 
port to ths Chamber on the snb- 
ject of typhoon warcings, end 
the request to the Ggvernment 
for an enquiry inte the system of 
compiling weather reports follow- 
ed, a8 woll as another urgent 
request that a wireless and pb. 
Rerving station bo established on 
the Pratas Shoal. 

Without goiag “through. the 
various aspects of the question in 
detail, we can: state the general 
indications of the report referred 
ta, namely;: thet the present 
means of obtaining. warnings of

The question indicated 
is whether Siccawei and Hong- 
kong sre in sufficiently direct 
touch, with each other. In his 
report, Mr. . Sutherland observes: 
“The necessity in this Colony of 
having the best possible equ'pped 
Observatory, the most perfect 
system of exchange with other 
stations of readings and obser- 
‘vations, isso.obvious that com- 
ment.is superficous.” Incident- 
ally, it is pointed out that masters 
of ateamors plying. jo the vicinity 
of Hongkong tan assist material- 
ly . by sending, “at. regular 


interyals,- wireless reports ‘of the} 
: serious ‘handicap & totrade between 


weather encountered by them. 

One obvioud conclusian is the 
urgent need for an observing and} sre 
signalling tation on‘ Pratas 
Shoal. This point is 170. miler 
south-east of Hongkong, and. is 
so situated that it could give 
infallible warning of a threaten- 
ing typhaon; so accurately, in 
‘fact, es to enable business to 
proceed'as usual uotil the definite 
necessity to pause should arise, 
thus doing awsy with all “false 
alarms” or. other uncertainty 
that st present results in 
enormous financial loss owin, to 
Precautions being taken that 
often prove unaecessary. Bot, 
perhaps we should say unfor- 
unately, Pratés.. “belongs to 
Chine, cand “so. far- ‘there are: no 
definite. ° indications - -that-our 
neighbour intends to. meet the 
need we havé mentioned.

Tho house of John Murray has 
been famous and honoured for x 
century and a half, and overa 
third of this period the present 
Job Murray’ leoks back upon 
bis own carser as.-'e".publishar. 
He entered his father'e business 
at No. 50a° Albemarle Street, 
Piccadilly, in°2873, and be now 
works and rageives visitors in 
the fine old drawing-room in 
which in the year of Waterloo 
took place the memorable firet 
mecting between 3ir Walter 
Scott and Lord Byron. 

Ih was in, the fire-grate 
of: this room that Byron's 
“Wemirs were burnt ‘after 
such ‘discussion. concerning its 
ownership and its -fitness’ for 
publication. Above the mantel 
piece hangs Thomas Phillips's 
portrait of the poat. Io the course}: 
of time this room has become & 
literary museum of extraordinary 
interest.. In the bookshelves are 
precious Byroc. and Scott 
manuscripts placed there by John 
Murray the Second, including the 
manuscript of Scott's ‘“ Abbot,” 
Robert Burns's commonplace 
book, and Southey": ‘s famous Guar 
terly article “which, at Murray's 
suggestion, he expanded inte one 
of the best biographies in the 
language. Another volume, pres- 
ented to John Murray the Third, 
by Queen Victoria, is ingcribed : 
“T>. John Murray. with the 
sincere acknowledgments of bis 
zealous exertions’ “in the 
publication of these valuable 
memoria’s of a: great and 
good Prince, from his broken- 
hearted ‘widow, Victoria, R. 
Osborne, December 20th. 1862.” 
The work thus referred to wasy of 
course, Sir Theodore Martin's 
Life of the Prince Consort.” 
For Queen Victoria, herself John 
Mortay the Third published her 

“Letters and Journals,” the first 
work of its kind thst any sover- 
eign of England hed given to her 
subjects. .

Mr. Marray’s own inemorive 
foclude many of thesmog int r- 
esting personalities, end, pat es- 
tions of the Victorian wra. He 
believes bimself to be tle “fast 
living person who koew George 
Borrow, whose works his father 
published. [As pointed’ out the 
other day, this is quita wrong.} 
To s representative of the Ob- 
‘servet¥ be has summed vp his 
main recollections as follow :— 

“T-can remember the days of 
Darwin, Borrow, Dean Milman, 
Mr. Gladstone, Lord Campbell, 
who wrote the “Lives of the 
bancellors,” and of whom Lord 
Brougham said, “ Lord Campbell | - 
has added a :ew terror todeath.” 
Then there was Dean Stanley, 
whose hani-writing was a terror 
tothe printer. On one occasion 
my fatber could not make outs 
passage in an important lettes 
which he had received from him, 
and he wrote back to ask bim to 
tell him whet he meant. “If you 
can't make itout Pm sure Tean’t” 
Dean. Stenley replied. “I thiok,” 
be added, “T meant to aay 50 and 
80;” but the. second letter was 
almost as difficult to read as the 
first.

Here it was that 
he afterwards forged that bomb 
for the: Whigs, the Guarterly 
Review, with the litesary asais- 
tance “of Scott, Southey, and 
Gifford. “ Although” (says Dr. 
Smiles in his interesting memoir, 
"A Publisher-acd his Friends”) 

“it did not entirely realise the 
sanguine views of its promoters, 
or, burst like a thunder-clep 
on the reading public, it soon 
reached a second edition.- There 
wore many difficulties and the 
issues were fot some years 
-véry -unpunctual, Once, whea 
the number was aix weeks 
late, Murray had to in. 
sert an articla to which 


he objected “from the utter im- | 


possibility of filling our number 

without it”—a condition of affairs 

utterly unknown to-day.

To Dallas he wrote: "I will be 
angry with Murray.’ It was back 
sbop, Paternoster Row, paltry 
proceeding "—this reference of 
bis manuscript to others—dnd he 
adds with an interesting touch, 
“Tf the experiment had turned 
-out as it.deserved,1 would have 
raised all. Fleet Street, and 
borrowed the giant's staff from 
St. Dunstan's Church toimmolats 
the betrayer of trust.”
